March 27th, 1915 to May Ist, 1915 


ORGANIZATION MEETING. 


‘Meeting of the Board of Commis- 
sioners of the City of Hoboken, held 
March 27, 1915, at 1 o’clock p. m., in 
the Council Chamber, City Hall. 


Pursuant to a notice served by the 
‘City ‘Clerk of the City of Hoboken, upon 
Patrick R. Griffin, James H, Londrigan, 
Bernard N. McFeely, Gustav Bach and 
Harry L. Schmulling, that each of them 
had been elected Commissioners of the 
City of Hoboken at a Special Municipal 
Hlection, held in the City of Hoboken. 
on ‘March 16, 1915, pursuant to an “Act 
relating to, regulating and providing for 
the government of. cities, towns, ‘bor- 
oughs and other municipalities within 
this ‘State, approved April 25, 1911, and 
the several supplements thereto and 
acts amendatory thereof, the said Pat- 
rick R. Griffin, James H. Londrigan, 
Gustav Bach, Bernard 'N. McFeely and 
Harry L. Schmulling, met in the Coun- 
cil Chambers in the City Hall, City of 
Hoboken, 1 o’clock in the afternoon of 
the 27th day of March, 1915, for the 
purpose of organization. 


Thereupon, James H. Londrigan, City 
Clerk of the ‘City of Hoboken, called 
the aforesaid Commissioners to order 
and submitted to them a certified copy 
of a report, which he had submitted 
to the (Mayor and Council of the City 


of Hoboken, under date of March 19, 
1915, which read as follows: 
City Clerk’s Office, 
Hoboken, N. J.; 
~ March 18, 1915. 
To the Mayor and Council of the City 
of Hoboken: 


Gentlemen—I beg to report to your 
‘Honorable body that I made and filed 
the canvass of the returns received ‘by 
me on the sixteenth and seventeenth 
days of March, instant, from the Dis- 
trict Boards of Hlection of all the elec- 
tion districts that conducted the Spe- 
cial Municipal Election of March six- 
teenth, instant, pursuant to the  provi- 
sions of Chapter 188, Session Laws, 
1911 and the other supplements and 
amendments to said act, and to Chap- 
ter 108, Session (Laws 1914, and to 
Chapter 139, Session Laws 1898, and 
that on the seventeenth day of March, 
instant, I made and filed in my office 


‘the result of said canvass and my deter- 


mination that at said special municipal 
election, held March 16, 1915, in Hobo- 
ken,. Messrs. ‘Patrick R. Griffin, Gus- 
tav Bach, James H. ‘Londrigan, Ber- 
nard N. McFeely and Harry L. Schmull- 
ing were duly elected Commissioners of 
Hoboken.

The City Clerk announced that he 
had been advised by the Corporation At- 
torney that the certiorari proceedings 
mentioned in the aforesaid report has 
been discontinued. and that an order 
of discontinuance had been entered in 
the minutes of the New Jersey Su- 
preme Court. 

The City Clerk further announced 
that he had delivered to Patrick R. 
Griffin, James H. Londrigan, Gustav 
Bach, Bernard N. McFeely and Harry 
L. Schmulling a certificate of election 
evidencing that said persons ‘had been 
elected to the office of Commissioners of 
the City of Hoboken at a special muni- 
cipal election held in the City of Ho- 
boken, on Tuesday, March 16, 1915; and 
that said Commissioners had respective- 
ly taken and subscribed their oath of 
office, which were filed with ‘him. 

The aforesaid Patrick R. Griffin, 
James H. Londrigan, Gustav Bach, 
Bernard N. Feely. and MHarry L. 
Schmulling then presented to the City 
Clerk their reSpective certificates of 
election as Commissioners. 

The City Clerk then called the roll, 
and the following Commissioners-elect 
answered to their names: 

Present: Patrick R. Griffn James H. 
Londrigan, Gustav Bach, Bernard N. 
“McFeely and Harry L, Schmulling. 

Absent: None. 

The oaths of office which said Com- 
missioners had previously taken and 
subscribed and filed with the City Clerk 
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were then presented by the City Clerk 
to the Board of Commissioners and or- 
dered filed. 

'The City Clerk then announced that 
the first order of business would be 
the chosing, by the Commissioners of 
one of their members to preside at all 
meetings of the Board of Commission- 
ers, and who sghould be designated 
SUVA OIC 

Commissioner Gustav Bach, named 
Commissioner Patrick R. Griffin to be 
the presiding officer of all of the meet- 
ings of the Board of Commissioners, 
and Mayor. 


The nomination was seconded by 
Commissioner Bernard N. Mc leely. 

Commissioner Gustay Bach also 
moved for the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, ‘That Commissioner Pat- 
rick R. Griffin be and he is hereby 
chosen to be the presiding officer of all 
of the meetings of the Board of Com- 
missioners of the City of Hoboken, and 
“Mayor.”’ 

The roll being called, the above res- 
olution was declared adopted by the 
following vote: 

Yeas: Commissioners Bach, Londrigan, 
McFeely, Schmulling and Mayor 
Griffin. 

Nays: None. : 
The City Clerk then appointed Com- 
missioners Gustav Bach and Harry L. 
Schmulling to escort the presiding offi- 
cer and Mayor to. the chair. 

The presiding officer and Mayor, on 
assuming the chair, thanked the Board 
of Commissioners for the honor which 
they had conferred upon him and ex- 
pressed his appreciation of the respon- 
sibilities of said office, and assured 
them that he would do his utmost to 
fulfill the duties which devolved upon 
him as presiding officer and Mayor, 
not only to reflect honor upon himself 
and the Board of Commissioners, but 
also to command the confidence of the 
people of the City of Hoboken and 
all others with whom he might come 
in contact jin his official capacity. 

Thereupon, the Mayor announced 
that the next business in order would 
be the appointment of the City Clerk 
of the City of Hoboken and Commis-

Commissioners, Commissioners of As- 
sessment of Taxes and Trustees of the 
Free Public Library, shall be vested 
with all the authority and rights now 
and heretofore vested in said Boards 
and Departments. 


Resolution adopted that all the 
powers and duties of the office of 
City Treasurer be discharged by Gus- 
tav Bach, Director, Department of 
Revenue and Finance, and. appoint- 
ing said Gustav Bach, Director, De- 
partment of Revenue and Finance, 
Treasurer of the City of Hoboken, to 
act as such without compensation. 


Resolution adopted that the Direc- 
tor, Department of Parks and Public 
Property shall have the care and cus- 
tody of all parks, public buildings and 
fire houses and buildings of the Police 
and Fire Departments. 


Resolution adopted that all the 
powers and duties of the office of 
Comptroller be discharged by Gustav 
Bach, Director, Department of Rev- 
enue and Finance, and appointing the 
said Gustav Bach, Director, Depart- 
ment of Revenue and Finance, Comp- 
troller of the City of Hoboken, to act 
as such without compensation. 


‘Resolution adopted that all the pow- 
ers and duties of the office of Water 
Registrar be discharged by Gustav 
Bach, Director, Department of Revenue 
and Finance, and appointing said 
Gustav Bach, Director, Department of 
Revenue and Finance, Water Registrar 
of the City of Hoboken, to act as such 
without compensation, 


Resolution adopted that all the pow- 
erg and duties of the office of Collector 
of Revenue be discharged by Gustav 
Bach, Director, Department of Revenue 
and Finance, and appointing the said 
Gustav Bach, Director, Department of 


Revnue and Finance, Collector of 
Revenue of the City of Hoboken, to act 
as such without compensation. 


Resolution adopted substituting the 
Director, Streets and Public Improve- 
ments for the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, Common Council of the 
‘ity of Hoboken, as to the authority 
of said Common Council over public 
streets, Sewers and public improve- 
ments. 


Resolution adopted substituting the 
Director of the Department of Revenue 
and Finance for the Finance Commit- 
tee of the Common Council. 


Resolution adopted substituting the 
Director Public Safety for the Board 
of Police Commissioners, the Board of 
Fire Commissioners, the Board of Ex- 
amining Engineers, the Building De- 
partment, the Recorder of the City of 
Hoboken and the Superintendent of 
Weights and Measures. 


Resolution adopted appointing Com- 
missioners James H. Londrigan, Gustav 
Bach and Mayor Patrick R. Griffin as 
members of the Board of School Esti- 
mate. 


An ordinance fixing the compensation 
of the Mayor and of the Commissioners 
of the City of Hoboken was introduced, 
read and laid on the table for a period 
of two weeks. 


Resolution adopted vacating and 
setting aside resolution adopted by the 
Board of Police Commissioners on 
March 18, 1915, retiring John J. Stan- 
ton, sergeant of police, from active 
service in the Hoboken Police Depart- 
ment, placing his name on pension roll 
of said department at half pay. 


Resolution adopted rescinding, set- 
ting aside and making void the follow- 
ing resolutions adopted by the Board 
of Police Commissioners at a meeting 
held March 18, 1915: . 


“Resolved, That Daniel J. Kiely, 
Detective Sergeant of the Police De- 
partment of the City of Hoboken, be 
and he is hereby appointed Captain of 
Police of said Department, said ap- 
pointment to.take effect immediately.” 


“Resolved, That John J. Stanton, 
Sergeant of Police, be and he is hereby 
retired from active service in the Police 
lvepartment and placed on the pension 
roll of said Department at half pay, 
said retirement to take effect immedi- 
ately.” 


“Resolved, That William O’Donohue, 
of the Hoboken Police Department, be 
and he is hereby appointed Sergeant of 
Police in said Department, to take ef- 
fect immediately.” 


“Resolved, That Jeremiah IF’. Breen 
be and he is hereby appointed Detec- 
tive Sergeant of the Hoboken Police 
Department, to take effect immedi- 
ately.”

“Resolved, That Patrick Behan, of 
the Hoboken Police Department, be 
and he is hereby appointed Roundsman 
of Police, to take effect immediately.” 

“Resolved, That Charles Pierano and 
Arthur Erbeck be and they are hereby 
appointed Patrolmen in the Hoboken 
Police Department, to take effect im- 
mediately.” 


“Resolved, That Captain of Police 


Daniel J. Kiely be and he is hereby 
directed to report to the Chief of 
Police forthwith and the Chief of 


Police to assign him to take charge of 
the Detective Bureau.” 


“Resolution adopted, ordering paid 
the officers of the Police Department, 
including the pensioned officers, special 
police officers and the acting van driver 
their respective salaries for the last 
half of the month of March, in accord- 
ance with the revised payrolls reported 
by the Committee on Police and Militia 
to the Council on March 22nd, 1915. 


Resolution adopted, that until fur- 
- ther otherwise ordered, all supplies 
purchased and necessary repairs or- 
dered, be purchased and ordered by the 
Board of Commissioners. Heads of de- 
partments shall submit to the Board 
of Commissioners requisitions for such 


supplies and repairs as may be re- 
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quired in their respective departments. 

Resolution adopted, that until  fur- 
ther otherwise ordered, all the powers 
and authority by law vested in the 
Board of Sinking Fund Commissioners 
of the City of Hoboken shall be vested 
in the Board of Commissioners of the 
City of Hoboken and shall be exercised 
by them as a body.

Commissioner Londrigan objected to 
the use of vitrified pipe for laterals as 
shown on plans on account of the naiture 
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of the soil, even though, as the plans 
showed, it was the intention to place 
pile and platform thereunder, inasmuch 
as the property along the line where 
laterals are to be laid is to be assessed 
for the cost of same, he thought these 
sewers should be constructed of brick 
or concrete and would be better and 
nore lasting. Mr. Kuertes in answer 
to a question stated that he considered 
vitrified pipe to be good. 


Commissioner Londrigan stated that 
in his judgment, doing away with the 
proposed outlet on LEHleventh Street, 
east of Adams Street and having a 
larger sewer built on Fifteenth, from 
Adams Street to the Hudson River, a 
saving of $50,000 would be effected. 


The Mayor asked for suggestions 
from the citizens who were presented 


and Mr. Keuffel and Mr. Fall re- 
sponded.

He was also asked to 
estimate the cost of the proposed sewer 
With the laterals as proposed and em-

teenth Street, then moved that the

In submitting my September report to your Honorable Body, I desire to 
call your attention to certain information contained therein. 

On September 28th, I received a very tempting offer from Messrs. Bond 
and Goodwin, New York, to lend the City of Hoboken money at 2% per cent. 
interest. Agreeable to their proposition notes were issued for $150,000, maturing 
four months from date of issue, or just about the time when a large percentage 
of our taxes will be collected. 

This sum, together with cash in fund of 1915, was immediately used to 
retire prior Notes issued in anticipation of the Collection of Taxes, drawing 
interest at 5 per cent. in our local banking institutions and which amounted 
to—Principal $179,898.02, interest $3,696.98, total $182,595.00, accomplishing 

at the same time a reduction of our floating debt. 

It is apparent, therefore, that a considerable saving will be effected in 
the amount of interest on temporary loans; although it may seem ungrateful 
to our local bankers that the city should resort to New York firms for finaricial 
aid.

Gentlemen—We beg to submit a pre- 
liminary report to your Honorable 
Body concerning the condition of af- 
fairs of the City of Hoboken as of 
April 1, 1915, as evidenced by the 
books of account of the Comptroller 
and Treasurer. 

We found that the Comptroller had 
failed to check the books of the Treas- 
urer, Collector and other officials, with 
the result, that the books of account 
of said Comptroller were much out of 
balance. 

Our audit+resulted in the balancing 
of the books of the said Comptroller. 

We closed the accounts as balanced 
in Ledger No. 1, into Ledger No. 2, 
and brought down al] balances in Ledg- 
er No. 2, and now have an estab- 
lished basis for your commission to 
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begin the record of operations of your 
affairs, as shown by a correct trial bal- 
ance. 

We found about seventy-five errors of 
omission. upon the part of the Comp- 
troller and twenty-five or more errors 
in addition. 

All were errors known as clerical 
errors and not errors of principal, and 
the entries we made to balance the 
books are all a matter of record upon 
the journal and ledger. 

The balances of cash as entered upon 
the books of the various banks is two 
dollars in excess of the balances as 
shown upon the books of the ‘Treasurer.

‘(Corporation Attorney Fallon reported 
that the suit of Max Miller, complain- 
ant, vs. The Mayor and Council of the 
City of Hoboken, Patrick R. Griffin, 
James H. Londrigan, Gustav Bach and 
Bernard N. Mckeely, Commissioners of 
the City of Hoboken, and the Uvalde 
Asphalt Paving Co., defendants, was 
heard before Vice-Chancellor John Grif- 
fin at Chancery Chambers, Jersey City. 

The complainant prayed for an in- 
junction restraining the Commissioners 
from voting, resolving or otherwise or- 
dering the payment of moneys for and 
on account of the City of Hoboken to 
the Uvalde Asphalt Paving (Co., for 
work done iby said company, under the 
direction of Commissioner James H. 
Londrigan, Director Department of 
Streets and Public Improvements, on 
Clinton street, between Third and 
Fourth streets, and on Fourth street at 
the intersection of Clinton street. The 
particular complaint of the complainant, 
‘Max Miller, was that the work which 
was performed by the Uvalde Asphalt 
Paving Co. and materials therefor pro- 
vided was not in compliance with the 


contract entered into between said com- 
pany ang The Mayor and Council of 
the City of Hoboken, dated May 8, 1918. 
The aforesaid contract provides for the 
repairing of asphalt pavement on cer- 
tain streets therein mentioned during 
the term of said Uvalde Asphalt Paving 
Co. contract. The charge to be made 
under the contract for resetting Bel- 
gian block base and replacing ‘binder 
and wearing surface for -the term of 
three years ending May 15, 1916, was 
$2.35 per sq. yd. Owing to the very 
bag condition of the asphalt pavement 


and the variance in the grade of the 


street the Director of the Department 
of Streets and Public Improvements 
arranged With the Public Service Rail- 
way ©o., maintaining street railway 
tracks on Clinton street, to ‘have, at its 
own expense, the street within the lines 
of its tracks and 18 inches on either 
side thereof raised to conform to the 
established grade of the street and con- 
crete foundation put under the Belgian 
iblock, which the company is by ordi- 
nanee to maintain, and said ‘blocks 
grouteq with cement. This was done 
without expense to the city and with- 
out asphalt surfacing. It was also 
agreed between the Director of the De- 
partment of Streets and Public Im- 
provements and the Uvalde Asphalt 
Co. that said company substitute a 
concrete ‘base for Belgian blocks and 
lay the asphalt thereon at the contract 
rates for asphalting on Belgian iblock 
base, although being more durable and 
costly. In order to properly complete 
the work, the Director of the Depart- 
ment of Streets and Public Improve- 
Ments determined that it was neces- 
sary to raise and reset the curb and the 


basin and sewer manhole heads at the 


price which the City of Hoboken is 
actually paying at the present time for 
similar work after competitive bidding. 

Vice-Chancellor Griffin, being of the 
opinion that the complainant wag not 
entitled to the relief prayed, dismissed 
the bill of complaint. The Vice-Chan- 
cellor stated that the 'Commissioners of 
the city should, in his opinion, be com- 
mended rather than criticised for hav- 
ing obtained, on behalf of the city, a 
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more substantial improvement than 
that called for by the contract with- 
out any additional cost to the city. 


Vice-Chancellor Griffin, in determin- 
ing that the bill of complaint should be 
dismissed, stated that all of the ques- 
tions urged ‘before the ‘Court ‘were 
properly triable at law and did not war- 
rant equitable intervention. 

Mr. Walion,. I) stated to. ‘the 
Court inasmuch as Mr. Miller was 
a taxpayer of the city undertook 
to question the legality of the 
claim of Uvalde Paving Co. for the 
work in question, that the Board of 
Commissioners would not undertake to 
make payment therefor until Uvalde 
Paving Co. had instituted suit and ob- 
tained judgment therefor. In order 
that the matter in question be properly 
submitted to and determined by the 
(Court, at the suit of Uvalde Asphalt 
Paving Co., he considered it advisible 
for the Director of the Department of

Received. 


The Director of the Department of 
Streets and Public Improvements re- 
ported that on assuming his 
office as Director ke directed 
Joseph O, Whittemore, City Engineer 
and his Assistant, Thomas F.. Mc~— 
Laughlin to make examinations and 
report the conditicn of the asphalt 
pavement on the various streets, in 
order that he might determine what 
repairs were necessary thereto. Among 
other things they reported that. the 
block on Clinton street between Third 
and Fourth streets and the two sec- 
tions between Clinton and Monroe 
streets, the asphalt pavement was in 
very bad condition and wculd be use- 
less to patch it. Clinton street, be- 
tween Third and Fourth streets, be- 
ing a foot below the level of the estab- 
lisked grade and owing to the re-im- 
provement of Clinton street, between 
Fourth and Wleventh streets about 
two years ago, the northerly end and 
centre of the intersection of Fourth 
street had been made to conform to 
the established grade with a gradual 
slcpe in a southerly direction for about 
thirty feet south cf the southerly line 
of Fourth street. Fourth street, where 
repairs had to be made, was below 
the established grade as_ follows: 
About six inches at Fourth and Grand 
streets, about one foot at Fourth and 
Adams streets, and about two and 
one-half feet at Fourth and Madison 
streets. At the latter point it is only 
abcut six inches above mean high 
tide at the corner basins and at times, 
when the tide was unusuaily high, this 
section was flooded to a depth vary- 
ing from a few inches to a foot and 
a half. 


Mr. Whittemore, the City Engineer, 
advised that if satisfactory arrange- 


ments could be made with the Public 
Service Railway Co., and with the 
Uvalde Asphalt Paving Co., and not 
increasing the cost to the city, the 
repairs should be made by substituting 
a concrote bas2 for the Belgian block 
pavement and to have the portion of 
C‘inton and Fourth streets completely 
asphalted on concrete base instead of 
attempting to patch with asphalt over 
Belgian block, as in fact, every part 
of said streets at the places in ques- 
ticn imperatively needed repair. Hav- 
ing considered said matter favorably, 
the Director arranged with the Pub- 
_ lic Service Railway Co., which main- 
tains tracks on Clinton street, where- 
by the company would, at its own 
expense, have the street within the 
tracks and eighteen inches on either 
side thereof raised to conform to the 
established grade and a_ concrete 
foundation laid under the block pave- 
ment which said company is obliged 
by ordinance to maintain and to grout 
said pavement with cement. He then 
arranged with the Uvalde Asphalt 
Paving Co. to substitute a concrete 
base for Belgian blocks and lay the 
asphalt thereon at the contract rates 
for asphalting on Belgian block base, 
although this construction being more 
costly. To prcperly complete said work 
it was necessary to raise and reset 
the curb and the basins and sewer 
manhole heads. This work he employed 
the Uvalde Asphalt Paving Co. to do 
in sections upon estimates based upon 
the prices which the city has heen 
actually paying recently for similar 


work after competitive bidding 
amounting in the aggregate as fol- 
lows: 


Fourth street, from a _ point 
106 feet east of to 100 feet 
west of Madison street.... 

Fourth street, from 88 feet 
west of Clinton street, to 
100 feet west of Adams 497 20 

Clinton street, from Third to 
Pourtiy streets oF. wise 498 90 
These sections were natural divi- 

siuns and in each case the estimated 

cost was below $500. It would have 
been impracticable to let this work 
out on contract.

All the work done by the Uvalde 
Asphalt Paving Co. was done in strict 
ccnformity with the contract between 
said company and the city, except that 
a concrete base was substituted for 
Belgian block pavement to the great 
advantage of the city and without 
extra expense. The incidental rais- 
ing and resetting the curb, basins 
and sewer manhole heads was done 
at fair prices, under orders, in sep- 
arate sections, costing less than $500 
for each section, being strictly in ac- 
cordance with law.

Director Bach, for the Department 
of Revenue and Finance, reported as 
having obtained considerable reduction 
in the rate as charged for fire insur- 
ance covering the City Hall building.

Gentlemen—I bég to submit herewith 
a report made to me by Detective-Ser- 
geant Clark and Excise Inspector John 
J. Delaney, showing the existence in 
the city of twelve socalled coffee 
houses, with the name of the proprie- 
tress of each; names of the waitresses, 
and location of each coffee house, 
stating when business is done therein. 


This investigation was caused by the 
Board of Commissioners, and the Di- 
rector of Public Safety furnished me 
with the necessary men to make the 
same and make daily reports thereon. 


My personal opinion is that these 


coffee houses should be prevented from . 


conducting business in the City of Ho- 
iboken, 
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I appreciate the difficulty of obtain- 
ing evidence upon which convictions of 
criminal practices therein can be ob- 
tained, but the fact remains that these 
places do not open until five or six 
o’clock p. m., and that they remain 
open until late after midnight; they 
are curtained and screened off from 
all view from the street, many of them 
being located in basements, and they 


‘are operated entirely by females, most 


of whom come from neighboring cities. 

It is self-evident and stands to reason 
that a legitimate restaurant and eating 
place would not remain closed in the 
day time and could not afford to only 
open up its doors at the time these 
coffee houses do. The operation of 
these places by females exclusively is 
for a purpose which we can easily dis- - 
cern. 

I submit that these coffee houses 
should be prohibited in the City of Ho- 
pboken, and to that end I recommend 
that an ordinance therefor be drawn 
by the law department and submitted 
at the next meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners.

being rushed to Vladivostock, at which 
port they will be utilized for the build- 
ing of a track to carry war supplies to 
the Russian fighting line. All and every 
appeal to the patriotism of the officials 
of the company proved to be in vain. 


The Adams is at the present time 
laying out in the middle of the dock, 
and preparations are being rushed to 
get the vessel ready for removal to the 
Morgan Street Dock, Jersey City, 
where facilities have been secured, and 
where the First Batallion will be located 
in the future. 


We wish to go on record as stating 
that we think the instance of the Adams 
is the best argument we could have for 
the immediate presentation of a report 
from the Corporation Attorney as to 
the riparian rights of the city. That 
the First Battalion of the Naval 
Reserves should be forced to leave our 
city is to our minds deplorable.
